A notice is issued advising the provisional adjudication of the 
contract (‘* Avviso di Provvisorio deliberamenito 3) and stating the 
figures to which the original ‘“ up-set” price has been reduced and 
at which the contract has been conditionally placed, whereupon 
subsequent tenders are invited at a further rebate on the figures at 
which the provisional contract has been awarded, and the subse- 
quent tenders are receivable until the expiration of the “ fatali” or 
final date for improving on the price of the provisional adjudication.

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‘‘The imports of British machinery are nearly double what they 
were in 1902, but they are restricted to a very few items.

a floating exhibition. 

The ship contains a diminutive national fair of all that 
America has to offer for sale. Each exhibit is given deck space of 
from 100 to 500 square feet, and these exhibits, shown in a boat 
refitted, redecorated, and relighted with this special end in view, 
cover the whole field of American exports of manufactured articles. 

The itinerary of the trip includes Yokohama, Kobe, Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, Mauritius, Manila, Colombo, Ceylon, Singapore, Cape 
Town, Delagoa Bay, Melbourne, Adelaide and Sydney. The return 
journey will bring the “Ohio” back by way of Honolulu, and 
thence across to the Chilean coast, to Santiago, Valparaiso and 
Callao. In each of these harbours the exhibition will entertain 
from two to ten days, according to the size of the city. The entire 
trip will take no less than six months, and it is said that provision 
has been made for eight months if that time should seem necessary 
or advisable. 
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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL TRADE ENQUIRY 
OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of sup- 
plying the general public with all available information as to the 
commercial products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office 
official, who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written 
enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic pro- 
ducts, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened, under the designation of ‘‘ High Commissioner for Canada 
City Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial 
community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries ‘and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial Agent, 
attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and Trade 
matters connected with Cape Colony. 

Queensland.— I’or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in connec- 
tion with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided, in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.

GERMAN METHODS FOR STARTING BUSINESS 
ABROAD. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Chargé d’Affaires in Nicaragua (Mr. Herbert Harrison) reporting 
as to the methods of German manufacturers and exporters in 
building up a business in a foreign country. The following 
particulars are extracted from the despatch in question :— 

‘“‘It appears that German firms, either singly or several firms 
combined, choose some young man in their employment whom they 
consider suitable, and send him out to the country with which they 
wish to do business. This man receives a salary for the first few 
years, as well as a share in any profits that may be made; but in 
addition to this he is allowed to draw on them at his discretion 
for a considerable sum of money. 

“ His instructions are to settle himself modestly in the principal 
town, with the avowed intention of setting up a little general 
business for himself. If possible, he is to obtain regular employ- 
ment until he is able to do so. He is then to give orders to 
the regular commercial travellers of all nations who frequent the 
place, for small quantities of the goods they usually supply there. 
In a year’s time he is probably in a position to know what class 
of each kind of goods sell best, and the reasons for the preference. 
He has also noticed what improvements could be made, as well as 
all the details concerning packing, weight, colour, quality, size, 
&c., that play so important a part in the sale of goods in foreign 
countries. During all this time he is constantly sending home

to his employers samples of these goods, and explanations how 
to make them still more suitable to the market. 

“In the first year the little store probably pays its way, and in 
two or three years it is not only making a profit, but a quantity of 
really trustworthy information has been obtained concerning the 

oods in general use in the country. 

“During this time the goods are being produced at home, with 
the improvements recommended, so that the home firms are in a 
position to compete with any foreigners. 

“Their representative then establishes branches in other towns, 
and the extension of the business simply depends on the capabilities 
and good fortune of the man employed. 

“Men sent abroad under these conditions have a real incentive 
to work, as instead of being simply employés, they are working 
for themselves from the first, with the prospect of gaining a good 
and independent position. . . . 

“A further advantage in this system is that even if the man 
starts an independent business as soon as he is able, as so many 
Germans do, the connection still remains, and the knowledge 
gained, even in a few years, of the actual requirements of the 
country is worth the money expended. 

“In the case of the complete failure of the man sent out, the 
loss need not be a serious one, if divided among several firms who 
have a!lowed a credit of a few hundred pounds each.”

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CANADA.

In a recent issue the “‘ Monetary Times ” (Toronto), alluding to the 
mineral resources of the Lake St. John region, 
north of Roberval, Quebec, says that almost 
forgotten records, as well as recent explorations, 
show that this part of the country is likely to yield large quantities 
of gold, copper and asbestos. Last year rich beds of asbestos, 
copper and gold quartz were found in the neighbourhood of Lake 
Chabugamooc. Some samples of gold quartz and copper assayed 
by the Government Assayer show that the former will yield 
64 dols. to the ton, and the latter 55 dols. The breadth of the 
vein is said to be 30 feet, with a depth of 2,000 feet. Vast quan- 
tities of iron ore are also said to exist in the same vicinity, some 
mounds of iron ore being 200 feet high. A company has been 
formed to develop these and any other mineral areas which may 
be discovered. 

According to a report by Mr. W. E. H. Carter, of the Ontario 
Bureau of Mines, new and important bodies of high-grade hematite 
ore have been discovered in the lower levels of the Williams iron 
mine on the Algoma Central Railway. This is an entirely new 
iron area, and if the bodies prove to be continuous may develop 
into an important field. North of Temagami, he says, there are 
two promising prospects, one for iron pyrites (sulphur ore), and 
the other for arsenical pyrites. There are also a number of other 
iron pyrites and arsenical properties in the district.

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RUSSIA. 


The “ Journal de St.-Pétersbourg’” states that some very rich coal 
measures have been discovered in an arid and 
mountainous district of Transbaikalia, not far 
from the railway. Preliminary researches have 
revealed the existence of layers varying in thickness from 21] 
to 28 feet in the higher ground, and reaching as much as 40 feet 
in the lower ground. The coal is of good quality, the cost of 
extraction will not be great, and the proximity of the railway 
should render transport cheap.

PORTUGAL—MOZAMBIQUE. 


According to a recent report by the French Consul at Lourengo 
Marques, some rich sources of petroleum have 
been discovered in the district of Inhambane. 
An exclusive concession was granted to an 
English resident in Johannesburg who became a_ naturalised 
Portuguese subject in order to work the claim; but it appears 
that the conditions of the concession were such as to render 
profitable working an impossibility. Under these circumstances 
three syndicates have been formed: one in the Transvaal, one in 
Natal, and one in Austria with a view to the exploitation 
of these sources. M. Chausson states that .he furnishes this 
information with due reserve, no definite estimate of the value 
of this discovery being yet possible. 


MEXICO. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Mexico City (Mr. L. J. Jerome), 
enclosing translation of a Bill presented to the 
Federal Congress of Mexico on the 21st 
November last, asking for authority to modify 
the mining laws of 4th June, 1892, and subsequent enactments. 
Mr. Jerome says that it is expected the new enactments will 
facilitate mining operations and give better security as to title. 


BRAZIL. 


With reference to the notice on page 413 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal,” of Ist September, the ‘ Brazilian 
Brazilian Coal. Review” of 15th November announces that 
the Commissioner, Mr. J. ©. White, has 
returned from his travels. He reports the coal basin to extend from 
the confines of Minas and Sao Paulo, on the north, to Rio Grande do 
Sul in the south, with a dip towards the south-west. In Rio 
Grande he found seams of coal of 2m., whilst in Santa Catharina 
they did not exceed 1m30. Mr. White reports the coal to be 
similar to the German brown coal, and to be fit for use as it comes 
from the mines, but recommends manufacture into brijuettes.

BRITISH INDIA—BURMA. 


A despatch from Rangoon, published in the ‘Pioneer Mail” 
Rubber (Allahabad) of 18th November, says that the 
Cultivation prospects of the rubber plantations becoming 
successful industries in Burma seem to be 
excellent. A Rangoon firm, which took up 2,000 acres in the 
Shwegyin sub-division, have applied for 5,000 acres in addition to 
extend their plantation. Good roads are badly wanted in that 
part of the province, for as yet, though only a few miles from the 
railway, they are cut off from it most of the year by thick jungle 
or impenetrable swamps. Another Rangoon firm have a rubber 
plantation near the Leiklho hills in the Toungoo district, which is 
most favourably situated as regards water supply, and the plants of 
two and three years’ growth are in excellent condition. Besides these 
two plantations, financed by Europeans, many Burmese and Karens 
have small plantations, and the Government plantation in the 
Mergui district should soon be in a position to export rubber. 
The ‘ Pioneer Mail” adds that in view of the rising prices of 
rubber in the markets of the world, there seem to be excellent 
prospects for the Burma rubber plantations.

The exports of rice during the year 1902-03 were, notwith- 
standing the great falling off in the crop of 1903, the largest on 
record and the consequent prosperity, coupled with the promise 
of a bountiful harvest in the beginning of 1904, justified the 
importation of merchandise to an extent hitherto unknown. The 
market was active throughout the year and with the exception of 
cotton yarns, of which heavy.stocks were held, stocks of the other 
classes of foreign goods were comparatively light at the close. 
The most notable increases were in consignments from. the 
following principal countries:—The United Kingdom, 131 lakhs; 
Japan, 224 lakhs; Germany, 16? lakhs; Belgium, 9} lakhs ; 
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Straits Settlements, §? lakhs; Holland, 7$ lakhs; United States 
of America, 6? lakhs; China—Hongkong, 63 lakhs ; Austria- 
Hungary, 63 lakhs; France, 6} lakhs; Java, 532 lakhs ; and 
Russia, 2 lakhs. 

Exports of foreign, as well as of Indian merchandise showed 
increases, but an accurate comparison cannot be formed of the 
extent to which shipments of the latter to Europe increased, as 
previously the ultimate destinations of cargoes cleared from Burma to 
Port Said for orders, had not been determined. It is evident from 
the magnitude of the trade in Indian produce and manufactures 
that the general agricultural and industrial condition of the 
province is prosperous, and this trade would have shown larger 
dimensions, but for the action of cultivators and middlemen in 
withholding supplies of paddy in the districts at the end of the 
year.

GERMANY. 


According to a memorandum drawn up by the Commercial Attaché 
Establishment of - H.M. Embassy at Berlin (Mr. W. S. H. 
astrell) it 1s announced in the press that a 
a German East G East Afr; Regis 30a b 
African Bank. erman Hast Airican bank 1s about to be 
founded in Berlin in order to assist the further 
development of the East African Protectorate. This, it is stated, 
has become necessary for the settlement of accounts and for 
facilitating loans in consequence of the fixing of the monetary 
standard of the German rupee; and the construction of the East 
African Railway, which will involve a considerable increase of 
business in the Colony, has also contributed to the decision to 
start such a bank. The said bank will be a Colonial Company 
domiciled in Berlin and with branches in East Africa (at first at 
Dar-es-Salaam). It will have the right to issue notes with values 
in rupees. The capital will be 2,000,000 marks (100,000J.) of 
which 25 per cent. is to be paid up. As a Colonial Company, tlie 
enterprise will be under the Imperial Government. It is hoped 
that the bank will commence operations early next year. 





FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 


In his report for the year 1908, H.M. Consul at Dakar (Capt. 
Cromie) mentions that in November of that 
year the headquarters of the Government 
Government General of French West Africa were trans- 
General to Dakar. food from St. Louis (which still remains the 
capital of Senegal) to Dakar, which has thus become the capital of 
French West Africa. This possession includes under one supreme 
head the colonies of Senegal, French Guinea, the Ivory Coast, 
Dahomey, and the territories of Senegambia and the Niger.

In the same report, Captain Cromie remarks that by a Decree 
signed in October, 1904, a very important step 

New Colony. in the unification of the French West African 

Colonies was taken. The territories of Sene- 
gambia and the Niger have been formed into a new colony, to be 
known as the colony of Upper Senegal and the Niger, under a 
Lieutenant-Governor, with his capital at Bamako, on the River 
Niger. 

By the same Decree a Budget is created for the Government- 
General, which hitherto has been grafted on to that of Senegambia 
and the Niger. The funds for the new Budget will be provided 
chiefly by the customs receipts of the five colonies comprising the 
Government-General, which are by this measure shorn of much of 
their budgetary importance. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,312.)

ITALY. 
According to “Il Sole” (Milan) of 2nd December, 22,279,633 
litres of alcohol were made in Italy during the 
Alcohol Industry. financial year 1903-04, and the tax on the 

7 distillation thereof received by the State 
amounted to 31,330,658 lire. In the previous year the output 
was 17,627,627 litres and the tax 24,259,716 lire. 

The development, remarks “ Il Sole,” which is taking place in 
the production of denatured alcohol, is satisfactory. As is known 
denatured alcohol is exempt from taxation if it is made from the 
refuse of grapes, &c. (“‘vinaccie”), or: from wine, but it pays ten 
lire per hectolitre if it is produced from non-vinous matter. 

During the last year the quantity of denatured or industrial 
alcohol made from wine or the refuse of the cellars was 258,437 
litres, and that of denatured alcohol from other substances was 
1,420,547 litres. 

When it is considered that prior to the introduction of the 
existing law on alcohol the production thereof for industrial 
purposes was insignificant in Italy, certainly there is reason to be 
satisfied with these results, but, in the opinion of “ II Sole,” there 
is no doubt that the consumption of denatured alcohol would be 
far greater than it is at present if industrial firms were to introduce 
simple and cheap apparatus for lighting and heating purposes.

THE LABOUR GAZETTE. 


The ‘‘ Labour Gazette ” is the journal of the Labour Department 
of the Board of Trade, and is issued on the 16th of each month. 
Every month the ‘‘ Gazette” contains articles on the state of 
employment in the principal industries in the United Kingdom 
based on material furnished by employers and their associations, 
trade unions, and special correspondents, The returns used for 
this purpose in the current issue numbered 4,400. Statistics are 
given monthly of strikes and lock-outs, and changes in rates of 
wages and hours of Jabour based on returns from representatives 
of the employers and workpeople affected. Other matters usually 
dealt with are conciliation and arbitration cases, industrial acci- 
dents, diseases of occupations, prices of bread, wheat, and flour, 
pauperism, labour bureaux, legal cases affecting labour, emigration 
and immigration, labour in the Colonies and abroad. 

In addition, articles on special matters of interest appear from 
time to time. Those in the December issue of the “‘ Gazette” 
relate to Trade Unions in 1903; co-operative production ; relief 
of the unemployed; wages of seamen, 1880—1903.
